An Ordinance Granting to Julian
Petroleum Corporation, a Cor-
poration, Its Successors and As-
signs, for the Term of Forty (40),
Years From the 19th day of May,
1925, the Franchise, Right and
Privilege to Lay, Maintain, and
Operate a Pipe Line Along Cer-
tain Streets in the City of Tor-
rance.

The Board of Trustees of the
City of Torrance do ordain as fol-
lows:

SECTION 1. The Board of Trus-
tees of the City of Torrance hereby
grants to the Julian Petroleum
Corporation, a corporation, its suc-
cessors and assigns, for the term of
forty (40) years from the 19th day
of May, 1925, subject to all the
terms, conditions and limitations
hereinafter made and expressed, the
franchise for the laying of pipe
